| HIS Informant upon his Oath faith, That 
on the laſt Day of the laſt Aſſiſes for the 
County of Oxford, as he believes, he was about 
Dinner Time witk the Gentlemen of the Grand 
Jury at the Bear Inn, after a Preſentment had 
by them been made of certain treaſonable Ver- 
ſes found in the Market Place of the City of 
Oxford; and that in another Room of the ſaid 
Inn, into which the Company retired at plea- 
ſure, there lay upon the Table a Paper contain- 
ing Verſes of a very treaſonable, ſcandalous and 
ſeditious Nature, which this Informant under- 
ſtood to be a Copy of the ſaid Verſes ſo preſent- 
ed, it being expreſſed at the Bottom of the ſame 
that it was ſuch Copy fo preſented by the Grand 
Jury.
